The  pLan  of  studies  end)i'aees  the  J)oet]'ines  and 
Evidences  of  the  Catholic  Religion.  Logic,  ^Ieta})hvsics,  Ethics, 
Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy.  Chemistry.  Mathematics, 
Rhetoric,  Composition,  Elocution,  History,  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Penmanship,  Book-kee})ing.  Stenography,  Typewriting, 
the  Latin,  Greek,  Illnglish,  French,  German  and  Spanish 
Languages.     The  arrangement  of  these  studies  is  as  follows  : 

I. 

The  Post-Graduate  Course  of  Lectures  was  introduced  in 
the  month  of  Novemher,  1886,  and  it  has  since  been  continued 
with  good  results. 

Sociology,  Natural  and  International  Law,  Political 
Economy  and  General  Physics  are  the  su1.)ject-matter  of  the 
Lectures. 

The  Annual  Course  opens  on  the  first  ^londay  of  October 
and  closes  at  the  end  of  April.  The  general  subject-matter 
will  be  distributed  over  several  years,  so  as  to  vary  the 
treatises  of  those  who  may  desire  to  attend  for  more  than 
one  term. 


At  the  termination  of  the  com])leie  Course,  such  members 
of  the  class  as  have  given  satisfaction  by  regular  attendance 
may  apply  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  which 
will  be  granted  on  condition  that  they  pass  an  examination 
on  Theses  to  be  selected  from  the  matter  developed  during  the 
Course,  and  present  an  original  and  creditable  paper  on  a 
given  subject. 

Graduates  of  the  College,  or  of  any  College  of  the  same 
grade,  students  of  Law  or  jNIedicine,  and  gentlemen  of  literary 
or  scientific  culture,  will  be  admitted  to  the  above  Course. 

The  Degree  of  A.  M.  will  l)e  conferred  u]»on  those  who 
have  previously  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  after  one  term  of 
Post  Graduate  Lectures  faithfully  and  studiously  attended. 

The  same  degree  will  also  l)e  conferred  upon  those  who, 
after  devoting  two  years  to  the  study  of  some  profession,  write 
a  satisfactory  paper  on  a  given  subject. 

IL  .. 

The  Classical  Course,  which  leads  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  is  designed  to  impart  a  thorough,  liberal  education. 
In  the  accom})lishment  of  this  purpose,  the  Ancient  Classics 
hold  the  first  place,  because  some  acquaintance  with  them  is 
essential  to  the  study  of  modern  literatui'e  and  to  sound 
scholarshi}).  Besides  Latin,  Greek,  and  English,  it  embraces 
Religious  Instruction,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astro- 
nomy and  INIathematics,  History,  Literature,  Book  -  keeping 
and  the  Natural  Sciences.  It  has  been  found  by  long  experi- 
ence, that  this  is  the  only  Course  that  affords  unsurpassed  men- 
tal discipline,  forms  a  correct  taste,  and  prei)ares  the  student  to 
excel  in  any  pursuit,  whether  professional  or  commercial. 

in.  .: 

This  Course  offers  the  means  of  acquiring  a  good  English 
or  Commercial  education.  It  embraces  Book-keeping,  a  thor- 
ough study  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry, 


Englis;li — Gmminar,  Style,  Rhetoric,  and  Euiilish  Litera- 
ture— Physics,  Chemistry,  Menttil  Philosophy,  and  Religious 
Instruction.  The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  will  be  con- 
ferred on  those  who  pass  succes.sfully  the  different  examinations. 

^  IV. 

This  Department  comprises  First,  Second,  and  Third 
Preparatory.  Its  object  is  to  give  the  younger  i)Upils  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  Fractions.  Comiiound  Quantities,  Per- 
centage, Interest,  and  Discount ;  to  lead  them  from  the  first 
principles  of  Grammar  through  Etymrilogy  and  Syntax,  to 
speaking  and  writing  the  English  Language  correctly  :  to 
form  them  to  haVjits  of  attention  and  api)lication  and  thus 
prepare  them  for  one  of  the  regular  Courses  of  Instruction. 

Boys  who  are  in  the  Fourth  Gra<le  are  admissible  to 
this  Depai'tment. 

The  College  authorities  are  convinced  that,  without  Relig- 
ion, there  can  l)e  no  education  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word, 
that  is  to  say,  no  complete  and  harmonious  development  of 
the  intellect  and  heart  of  man.  They  hold,  furthermore,  that 
religious  truth,  lieing  definite  and  certain,  like  any  and  every 
other  truth,  is  as  susceptible  of  teaching  as  the  science  of 
language,  or  the  theory  of  numbers.  Hence,  the  Catechism  of 
Christian  Doctrine  is  a  text-book  in  every  class,  and  lectures 
on  it  are  given  twice  a  week.  In  all  the  classes  the  day's  work 
begins  and  ends  with  prayer.  The  Catholic  Religion  alone  is 
taught,  but  non-Catholics  will  also  be  Avelcome  and  their 
religious  opinions  studiously  respected. 

Catholic  students  go  to  confession  on  the  Saturday  prev- 
ious to  the  tliird  Sunday  of  c^ach  month,  and  on  the  following 
day,  in  the  Church  annexed  to  the  College,  hear  Mass  and 
receive  Holv  Communion.

'°  VERY  Student  who  applies  for  admission  must 
yt^    furnish  testimonials    of  good  moral    character. 
^^t   unless  he  be  personally  known  to  some  member 
"^J"  of  the  faculty  ;  and  should  he  come  from  another 
institution,  he    will  be  required  to  bring  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  blameless  conduct.     He  is  then  ex- 
^svlc  amined  by  the  Prefect  of  Studies  and  assigned  to  that 
class  for  which  his  previous  attainments  have  qualiiied  him.

Should  any  student 
leave  of  his  own  accord,  or  be  withdrawn  without  such  notice, 
or  without  giving  satisfactory  reasons,  he  will  not  be  re- 
admitted. On  leaving,  students  should  take  their  books,  etc., 
,vith  them,  as  the  College  is  not  I'esponsible  for  any  articles 
left  behind.

Two  examinations   are   held  each    year,    one  at  the  end 
of  each  terra. 


Thougli  promotions  may  take  place  any  time  during  the 
year,  whenever  warranted  l)v  the  progress  of  the  student,  the 
usual  time  is  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  These  promo- 
tions depend  partly  on  the  final  examinations,  and  partly  on 
the  general  class-standing  during  the  preceding  year.  A  student 
of  ordinary  talent,  and  steady  application  during  the  entire 
session,  may  ])e  easily  jiromoted,  provided  he  returns  promptly 
when  classes  are  resumed.  Should  he  not  be  promoted,  it  is 
usually  a  sign  that  he  did  not  attend  regularly  during  the 
entire  session,  or  that  he  did  not  devote  sufficient  time  daily 
to  home  study.  Should  a  student  fail  in  the  tinal  examination, 
he  will  be  offered  the  privilege  of  passing  a  })rivate  examination 
during  the  vacation,  if  his  yearly  average  warrants  the  conces- 
sion. Should  a  student,  however,  fail  in  the  semi-annual  ex- 
amination and  also  in  the  final  examination,  he  forfeits  any 
such  privilege. 

Competitive  exercises  are  given  montlily  in  the  various 
branches,  the  results  being  read  publicly  in  the  presence  of 
the  faculty  and  students,  and  the  leaders  rewarded  for  their 
proficiency. 

To  lend  interest  to  these  announcements,  as  AVell  as  to 
accustom  the  students  to  appear  in  public,  the  proceedings 
are  varied  with  class  matter,  declamations,  original  speeches, 
vocal  and  instrumental  music. 

Testimonials  of  good  conduct  and  diligence  are  given 
regularh'  to  deserving  students.  Parents  should  require  these 
evidences  of  good  behavior,  and  if  not  forthcoming,  take  an 
early  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Vice-President,  to  inquire 
Avhy  their  sons  fail  to  receive  merit  cards. 

The  study  of  French,  Spanish,  and  German  is  optional 
and  entails  no  extra  charge.

nut  for  each  year,  unless  the  student  devotes  at  least 

"^th    ree  hours  daily  to  class  study  at  home.     Parents  are 

'xhorted  to  insist  on  this  indispensahle  duty,  and 

to  inform  the  faculty,  slmuhl  their  sons  neglect  it. 

After  home  study,  tlif  next  <luty  which  should  claim  the 

attention  of  students  and  the  \i,u-ilance  of  jiarcnts  is  punctuality. 

Severe  illness  or  ahsence  from  the  city  is.  generally 

speaking,  the  only  excuse  admissinie  for  staying 

awav.     Whenever  parents  keep  their  sons  at  home,  on  account 

of  sickness  or  for  any  other  good  reason,  they  are  rec^uested 

to  send  a  postal  card  to  the  Vice-President     Frequent  absence 

so  rapidly  hnvers  a  student's  class-standing,  that  the  faculty 

prefer   he   should    he   withdrawn    entirely. 

Owing,  moreover,  to  the  serious  inconvenience  resulting 
to  professors  and  students  from  breaking  in  on  class-hours 
3v,tteubrtttcc  ^'y  '^vithdrawal  before  the  end  of  the  afternoon 
the  whole  5>aii  (^.^^^^g^  permission  to  leave  College  will  not  be 
given,  unless  for  reasons  deemed  imperative  by  the  Vice- 
President. 

If  parents  do  not  insist  on  home  study  and  punctual 
attendance,  they  need  not  l)e  astonished  if  their  sons  remain 
a  second  year  in  the  same  class,  or,  perhaps,  be  refused 
re-admission. 

Along  with  moral  and  mental  training,  the  faculty  lay 
great  stress  on  the  development  of  the  manners  of  perfect 
gentlemen,  and  consider  the  rules  of  ])oliteness  a  very 
important  part  of  the  course  of  studies.  Whatever,  therefore, 
is  contrary  to  good  breeding,  is  out  of  place  in  College.  Con- 
sequently no  boisterous  conduct  or  rough  play   is  tolerated 
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on  the  premises,  and  silence  is  strictly  enjoined  in 
the  class-rooms,  and  on  the  corridors  or  stairways 
leading  thereto.  Any  nngentlemanly  conduct  among  the 
students  themselves,  any  disrespect  or  insubordination  to  a 
professor  or  officer  of  the  College,  will  be  visited  with  severe 
punishment,  and  even  with  dismissal  should  the  gravity  of  the 
offense  require  such  a  penalty. 

For  faults  of  ordinary  occurrence,  such  as  tardy  arrival, 
failure  in  exercises  or  recitations,  slight  violations  of  rules, 
detention  after  class,  or  the  task  of  writing  or  memorizing 
some  lines  from  an  author,  is  deemed  a  sufficient  penalty. 

For  faults  committed  outside  of  the  premises,  the  officers 

of  the   College   are   by    no    means    responsible,    as    students 

cease,  then,  to  be  under  their    jurisdiction;    still 

should  any  serious  charge  be  fairly  substantiated, 

the   guilty    will   l;)e    punished    according    to    the   gravity    of 

the  offense. 

Damages  to  the  College  property  will  he  repaired  at  the 
expense  of  the  offender. 

The  use  of  profane  language  or  anything  bordering  on 
immorality,  Avill  sul)ject  the  offender  to  immediate  expulsion. 

Once  a  month  the  marks  of  all  the  students  are  read  out 
ItloitthlH  ii^  tliG  classes.  These  marks  are  the  record  of 
liXax-ha  daily  lessons,  exercises,  conduct  and  monthly 
competitions.  100  is  the  maximum.  A  student  receiving 
over  89,  merits  a  testimonial  of  the  first  grade,  one  receiving 
from  SO  to  89,  merits  one  of  the  second  grade. 

A  report  of  these  marks  is  sent  to  the  home  of  every  stu- 
dent to  l)e  signed  by  his  ])arents  or  guardian.  As  these  reports 
IWoitthitt  indicate  exactly  the  student's  class-standing,  the 
ilet»<»vta  College  requests  that  they  be  very  carefully  exam- 
ined, and  afterwards  returned  to  the  Professor.  No  student  is 
allowed  to  open  his  report.  Should  these  reports  be  not  forth- 
coming, parents  or  guardians  should  consult  the  Vice-President 
as  soon  as  possible. 

TJie  College  is  open  at  8  A.  M.  All  are  obliged  to  be  present 
at  8:45  A.  M.,  at  which  hour  they  go  to  church  for 
morning  prayer.    Class  begins  precisely  at  9  o'clock.

Two  historical  facts  supply  the  theme  of  this  "Modern  Miracle 
Play;"  the  first  is  the  exclusion  of  the  Emperor  Theodosius  from  the 
Church  at  Milan  by  the  Archbishop  St.  Ambrose,  the  second  is  the 
Martyrdom  of  Telemacus,  who  at  the  cost  of  his  life,  stopped  for 
all  time  the  gladiatorial  games  of  Rome. 

In  the  first  act  Telemachus  is  represented  as  a  young  man,  a 
survivor  of  the  massacre  of  Thessalonica,  who  has  been  brought  as 
a  captive  of  Milan.  Here  he  finds  that  the  Emperior  Theodosius, 
at  whose  edict  the  slaughter  had  been  committed,  is  about  to  enter 
the  basilica  of  St  Ambrose.  The  indignation  of  Telemachus  at  this 
hypocritical  effrontery  and  his  belief  that  Ambrose  will  cringe  to 
the  might  of  Rome,  lead  him  to  renounce  his  faith  in  God  and  man. 
But  the  heroic  conduct  of  Ambrose  wins  him  from  his  short  apostasy, 
and  the  Bishop's  tender  sympathy  with  the  story  of  his  misfortune 
brings  him  to  a  noble  act  of  forgiveness  towards  his  imperial  op- 
pressor. 

The  third  act  of  the  play  finds  Telemachus  in  Asia,  whither  he 
has  retired  to  lead  the  life  of  a  solitary.  He  hears  from  some  hunt- 
ers, sent  out  by  Honorius,  that  the  Coliseum  is  once  more  to  be 
desecrated  with  gladiatorial  combats.  Confirmed  by  the  message 
of  an  angel  in  his  resolution  to  stop  this  civil-sanctioned  murder,  he 
hastens  to  Rome.  Rushing  into  the  arena  to  separate  the  gladia- 
tors, he  is  stoned  by  the  infuriated  mob,  and  just  as  Honorius  pro- 
claims the  abolition  forever  of  gladiatorial  games,  Telemachus, with 
a  prayer  of  forgiveness  on  his  lips,  dies — "The  Last  Martyr  of  the 
Coliseum."

FOUNDERSHIP 

A  course  scholarship  represents  the  amount  necessary 
for  a  five  or  seven  years'  course,  entitling  the  holder,  upon 
successful  examination  at  the  end  of  the  course,  to  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

By  means  of  such  scholarships,  some  deserving  boy, 
selected  1)y  the  donor  of  the  scholarship  or  by  the  College 
authorities  or  l)y  open  competition,  will  be  enabled  to  make 
the  full  commercial  or  classical  course  at  the  Jesuits' College. 
Course  scholarships  are  sixty  dollars  per  year. 

But  course  scholarships,  by  their  very  nature,  cease  with 
the  graduation  of  their  holders.  What  is  practically  needed 
and  is  most  desirable,  is  the  foundation  of  perpetual  scholar- 
ships, that  is,  an  endowment  sufficiently  large  to  yield  an 
annual  interest  that  will  cover  the  yearly  tuition  fees  of  one 
student.     These  endowed  scholarships  are  estimated  at  11500.
